wherein the ceramic material comprises AI2O3, Y2O3, Y3AI5O12, MgAl204, MgAION, AIN, 
AlON, Ti02-doped Zr02, or a combination thereof. 

Due to their dependency, claims 2-19 and 21-22 are necessarily allowable.
